Be United. 


Baudette Minn., Oct. 12. 
In a very 
short time this village, reclined hist 
| Frid ay to ashe s by forest fires, which 
I relentlessly swept Northern Minnesota 
I tor a distance of 
about 
thirty-five 
! miles, w ill again be on its feet and 
I ready to fight for its former prom­ 
inent place among 
enterprising 
vil­ 
lages 
This was 
the consensus 
of 
opinion expressed at a meeting at­ 
tended by almost every business man, 
in representation from the Tw in P it­ 
ies and agents of Hie relief commit­ 
tees 
The smouldering ruins will he re­ 
placed by temporary places of shelter 
for those whose homes were reduced 
to mere pieces of charred material 
arid later these will give way to per­ 
manent 
residences 
and 
substantial 
business blocks, structures far more 


men, blackened and utterly fatigued, j 
marched into town behind two lum­ 
ber wagons on which were carried in . 
rough pine boxes the charred bodie 
of the Raulieu family, consisting of 
father, mother aud nine children. The 
axe men, who were 
all 
volunteers 
from Baudette, started out on Sunday 
to cut their way through to where the 
entire fam ily were found dead anc 
they have 
been without 
shelte r ot 
sleep since that time. 
The* bodies were fourteen miles out 
so that the party walked twenty-eight 
miles besides performing the strenu 
ous work of hewing their way through 
heavy fallen timber. 
The bodies were 
not brought to the morgue, but were 
left on the wagons amid the ruins at 
the edge of the town and a little later 
were laid away with the other victim s 
in the deep trench at the cemetery 
Tile services were 
performed 
by 
Rev. Mr. Campbell of Baudette. 
It is impossible to get an authentic 
estim ate of the dead, as reports all 
vary, some of them placing the nuin 
ber of fatalities as high as 200.

press association received a direct re 
port from the two marshals who have 
had charge of burying the dead bod 
ies.

eight bodies have been buried, all of 
these, save that of Hate .Bismar, an 
aged housekeeper of Spooner, who he 
came demented and refused to leave 
the house, having been picked up in 
the woods south of here by searching 
parties.

CITY STILL UNDER 


MARTIAL LAW 


Washington, Oct. 
12.— “ Before the 
close of another fiscal year the federal 
postal establishment w ill become self- 
sustaining. 
This w ill be accomplished 
without curtailing 
the service 
ren­ 
dered or lessening its efficiency.” .The 
assertion was made 
by 
Postmaster 
General Hitchcock. 
Heretofore Mr. FFitchcock has indi­ 
cated his belief that it may he possi­ 
ble, within a year or two, through the 
operation of plans he had worked out, 
to place the postal service on a paying 
basis. 
During the last fiscal year, end­ 
ed Ju n e 30 last, he converted back in­ 
to the treasury about $6,000,000 out of 
the actual appropriations made by con­ 
gress for the support of the depart­ 
ment. 
The deficit of the department 
for the year was less than for many 
years, being reduced by approximate­ 
ly one-half from the deficit of $17,000,- 
000 of the year before. 
It is the expectation of Mr. H itch­ 
cock to further reduce the deficit dur­ 
ing the present fiscal year, ami the es­ 
timates for 1912, which he transmitted 
to the treasury department, indicate 
a bright prospect for a still further re­ 
duction during that period. 
W ith the postal service able to pay 
its own way, Mr. Hitchcock is con­ 
vinced that "penny postage” for first- 
class 
letters is not the “ iridescent 
dream’’ it has been declared. 
Indeed, 
he is almost prepared to assert that 
1-eent postage is now in sight.

Aberdeen, S. D., Oct. 12.— Presby 
terian clergymen of South Dakota are 
not inclined to commit themselves up­ 
on the question of woman suffrage, for 
when a motion was made at the meet­ 
ing of the South Dakota synod here to

ment, they decided the question had 
no place in the resolutions of a purely 
religious meeting, and declined to act.

Never 
Were 
Competitors— Assrets 


That Their Merger Under One Con­ 


trol Is Not a Violation of the Sher­ 


man Anti-Trust Act. 


St. Paul, Oct. 12.— Judge P. F. Dunne 
cf San Francisco, general counsel of 
the Southern Pacific railroad, occupied 
the entire afternoon session in the 
United States circuit court in present­ 
ing the arguments of the defendants 
in the Union Pacific merger suit to 
support the contention of 
the rail­ 
roads that ;he Union Pacific and the 
Southern 
Pacific are 
not 
now an I 
never 
have 
been competitive roads 
and that their merge! under one con­ 
trol is not in violation of the Sherman 
anti trust act. 
W ith 
the 
possible 
exception 
of 
Judge Robert S. Lovett, Judge Dunne 
is probably better informed than any 
man in the country on the intricate 
details involved in the present hear­ 
ing. 
Until he was selected to succeed 
the late B. ll. Harrim an as head of 
the Union Pacific system Judge Lovett 
took a prominent part in collecting 
the evidence upon which the present 
action is based. 
V c then took Mr. 
H arrim an’s place as one of the defend- 
j ants and tile railroad interests were 
j turned over to Judge Dunne. 
For the past two years Judge Dunne 
I has been in almost constant prepara- 
| tion for the trial of this case. 
The 
I courtroom 
was well filled when he 
rose to speak following the noon re­ 
cess. 
The master of direct and force- 
| fill diction, of 
polished finesse and 
keen irony, ids argument was listened 
to with attention by lawyers and lay­ 
men alike. 


Not Competing Lines. 


Judge Dunne’s 
argument 
was di­ 
rected principally to prove that the 
Union 
Pacific and 
Southern 
Pacific 
were connecting lines prior to the 
merger, and were not in any direct or 
substantial 
sense 
competing. 
He 
based this contention upon the original 
aet of congress, pass* d in 1862, au­ 
thorizing the construction of the Union 
Pacific 
and 
upon 
subsequent 
acts 
amendatory thereto. 
It is agreed by the parties to the 
action that unless an actual ami con­ 
stant competition existed at the time 
the merger of the interests was ef­ 
fected the illegality of the combina­ 
tion as a violation of the Sherm an act j 
probably cannot be sustained. 
Citing at times from the acts of 
congress 
and 
subsequent 
statues, 
Judge Dunne said that it was the in­ 
tention of the government at the time 
the Union Pacific was authorized that 
the line should be built from the Mis­ 
souri river to the Pacific coast, and 
should be operated as one connected 
and continuous line. 
Considerable stress was laid upon 
the word “ connected.” 
The Union Pa­ 
cific was constructed west of Ogden, 
where it met the tracks of the Central 
Pacific, ami in 1869 it was provided 
that the 
common 
terminus 
of the 
Union 
Pacific 
and 
Central 
Pacific 
should he at Ogden, where the rails 
should meet to form one continuous 
line. 
After citing the leasing of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific* by the Southern Pacific, 
Judge Dunne said: 
“ The Southern Pacific was under no 
obligation to make a traffic agreement 
with the Union Pacific so far as the 
Central Pacific was concerned. It could 
have made the same agreements with 
the Denver and Rio Grande and cut 
the Union Pacific to a strictly local 
line, doing business between interior 
points, w ith no coast terminal. 
"The Southern Pacific could have 
closed the W estern gateway to the 
Union Pacific* and kept it entirely out 
of the seaboard and interior trans­ 
continental business. 
It did not, be­ 
cause the roads were neither actually 
nor constructively competitors.”

Its Flight Through Space Toward th ; 
Constellation Lyra. 
• In what direction are you moving’.' 
If you are going toward the Batter;, 
you will answer "south;’’ lf up Broad 
way you will answer "north;” towaid 
the Hudson you w ill say "w est,” an I 
if iu the direction of the Bast river 
Jon will replj "east." 
These answers might he correct a- 
regards tm* surface of the earth, hut 
they may lie far from answering the 
question, for the earth is turning east 
I w anlly at tin* rate of about a thousand 
miles an bour, which carries you in 
that direction very much faster than 
you can move over the ground. 
But that rotating motion, constantly 
changing your direction in relation to 
all outside the earth, is quite subordi­ 
nate to another far more rapid motion 
that is carrying you and the earth 
around the sun east w an lly on an en­ 
tirely different curve at the rate of 
about nine miles a second, ever chang­ 
ing your direction in relation to the 
stars in a circular path 279.000.000 
miles long. 
Yet that Isn’t a key to your direc­ 
tion. for little you. your tiny earth and 
your third rate sun. with all of its 
planets, are traveling as a united group 
in one direction, differing from all 
those mentioned. 
Find the large first 
magnitude bluish white star Vega, In 
the constellation of Lyra, and you w ill 
be looking in the direction of tile dight 
that our system is taking through 
space. 
If you will observe the stars 
around Vega for a few hundred years 
you will find that they are apparently 
slowly separating, while the stars at 
the opposite jmiIo of the heavens are 
slowly drawing together. 
That means 
we 
are 
moving 
toward 
Vega 
and 
aw ay from the opposite point 
This 
motion is in a circle that cannot be 
exactly measured, but there Is evi­ 
dence to show that it will require 
18,200.000 years 
for our system to 
complete It. 
Then can you answer, " I nm moving 
toward Vega.” 
Perhaps so. but more 
likely perhaps not, for It is far from 
unlikely that you and your solar sys­ 
tem. with Vega and all of the galaxy 
of stars that eye can see on the clear­ 
est night, are moving in the same gen­ 
eral direction around some great com­ 
mon center yet unknown. 
W ho can 
tell? 
No one now, but the possibility 
is presented to the liuman mind from 
what we know of the motions of the 
great universal clock of space that 
marks off the seconds of eternity.— 
New York Herald.
